fair and honorable peace.

lowed Mr. Balfour, said that while in 
his judgment there had not been and 
could not be any contraction so there 
should not be any expansion of the 
clear aims and purposes for which 
Great Britain had entered _ and was 
prosecuting the war and desiring to 
bring it to,, a successful issue.

Thompson ~the Cfaa'mberlaih resolu- 
tion even as modified,-would inr ef- 
fect authorize a "drag net" investi- 
gation by_the military committee. 
The president informed Senator 


Martin of Virginia^ democratic leader 
yesterday, that the Chamberlain res- 
olution calling for an investigation 
of aircraft production 
and 
other 


war- activities constituted a vote of 
lack of -confidence in the administra- 
tion and the expenditures committee 
amended it to eliminate all reference 
to an investigation "of the conduct 
of the war." 
"We are going to do all we can 
to defeat the resolution, even as re- 
vised," said Senator Thompson after 
a conference at the White 
House. 


"The president authorized me 
to 


say that he is just as much opposed 
to the. amended resolution as he was 
to the original." 
Senator Thompson said he might 


offer a substitute to limit the mili- 
tary committee's inquiry to the air- 
craft situation alone. The president 
he said, feels that the revised resolu- 
tion is too broadly drawn and still .is 
subject to the 
construction that 


would authorize the general inquiry 
bv the military committee into the 
conduct of the war. Senator Thomp- 
son also said It was believed 
the 
military committee now has 
suffi- 
cient authority to proceed with in 
its proper boundaries of inquiry, pos- 
sibly with the exception of provid- 
ing "additional funds for expenses. 
The original Chamberlain resolu- 


tion authorized an inquiry into air- 
craft ordnance and 
quartermaster 


affairs and into "conduct of the war 
by or through the war department." 
' This phrase was deleted and an 
express proviso was added prohibit- 
ing the military committee from in- 
terfering with the president's direc- 
tion of the war. 
Senator Chamberlain declined to 


comment on the president's opposi- 
tion to the amended resolution but 
again indicated that should the sen- 
ate'defeat the resolution he was for 
dropping the investigations. 
It is 


understood to be Senator Chamber- 
lain's view that the military commit- 
tee is subordinate to the senate and 
that defeat of the resolution deny- 
ing the committee the inquisitorial 
authoritv it seeks should be regarded 
as a disapproval upon the inquiries. 


Postponement of senate considera- 


tion of the resolution until tomorrow 
is desired by Senator Chamberlain. 
He called a meeting of the military 
committee tor tomorrow to meet pri- 
or to the senate's session.

I "How can I get enough sugar for 
canning without being considered a 
hoarder?" 
. This question has frequently been 
asked recently by patriotic house- 
wives. 


i Fred C. Croxton, Federal Food Ad- 
ministrator for Ohio, answers 
the 


question in announcing the plan for 
meeting the needs of the housewife, 
who will require additional sugar for 
preserving and canning. 


A sugar certificate has been pre- 


pared and supplied to retailers by the 
County Food Administration Commit- 
tee. 
By signing one of these certifi- 


cates, estimating the number of 
pounds of sugar needed for preserva- 
tion and canning and guaranteeing to 
return any surplus not used for this 


, purpose, the housewife may supply 


her wants for the canning season. 
', If the grocer does not have a sup- 
ply of certificates, write to the Fed- 
'eral Food Administration at Colum- 
"bus, and certificates will be sent. 
1 The Food Administration will again 
this year encourage home canning and 
preserving even to a greater extent 
than it did last year. 
' To the end that housewives may 
have an ample supply of sugar, manu- 
facturers using it for non-edible pro- 
ducts have had their supply cut off 
and less essential industries such as 
confectioneries and soft drink houses 
h'ave been put on a limited ration. All 
manufacturers using sugar are now 
having their supply alloted to them by 
the Food Administration. 
They can 


'only buy sugar on special certificates 
issued by the Food Administration. 
) Household sugar certificates will be 
countersigned by the 
retailer 
who 


. sells sugar and turned in to the Food 


Administration, where they will be 
closely checked. 
i Housewives are placed on their 
honor in this plan. Those who abuse 
the system will be detected when tho 
.canceled certificates;are filed with the 
Food Administration and will be pros- 
ecuted. 


USE MORE MILK. 


Milk is one of the most important 


food sources the human 
race pos- 


sesses. For the proper nourishment 
of the child it is absolutely indispen- 
sable and its use should be kept up 
in the diet as long as possible.

badly damaged by shells. 


At the post I'm in today the 


Frenchman gave us French tried po- 
tatoes, steak, soup, jam and coffee 
which was pretn good. 


The big «orks have shifted upon 


the English again it seems although 
Fritz attacks us around here every 
day or so to keep things moving. 
Yesterday a couple of Boche planes 
flew over our quarters. 1 have never 
seen them so low—one being not 
over 20 yards up 
I could see the 


cioss \erj- plainlv. 
I learned later 


that both were brought down farther 
down the line. 


I'-ie got so many things to tell 


about that I could almost write a 
M3lume; but our missives are more 
strictly censored no-n and have to 
leave out the most interesting dope. 
\Ve left the place where we were 
"enrepos" and had an interesting 
two days' tnp. We came up to the 
Xoyon region and you probably know 
about where we are and have an 
idea of w hat we have been going 
through. 
\Ve have certainly seen 


some terrible but interesting sights. 
I would not have missed the oppor- 
tunity for anything 
We have been 


going almost constantly for about 
10 days now and are fay no means 
finished yet, and without any exag- 
geration it is hard to realize what we 
went through the first three or four 
days. 
Our lieutenant says he has 


never seen anything like it in his 
experience;

have 
gotten 


through so far without a scratch per- 
sonally, although we have had one 
car blown up. and most of the ethers 
penetrated

that France has been saved twice— 
tne second time by our division up 
here at this point.

it is fascinating at that, and it was

We lost everything we owned in 


the scuffle, except what we had on 
our backs. 
I managed to save my 


toilet kit and a pair of socks, and 
there is no sign of any succor very 
scon.

down now. so I'll have to ring off.

in Flanders and Picardy and only the 
guns are busy. The artillery fire con 
tines strong all along these fronts, as, 
well as on the Arras front and is mos 
violent north of Kemmel and nortl 
and south of the Soinaie from Albert 
to the Avre. 


Three sectors have been the sceueb

OUR ALIEN PRESS.

There are in the United States hun- 


dreds of weekly and 
daily 
papers 


whose language is alien to us and in 
many cases hostile to our govern- 
ment. 
Some are covertly disloyal, 


others are merely antagonistic to the 
genius of America. 
In all cases they 


are an obstruction if not a menace. 


The existence and prosperity of 


such papers necessarily means the 
persistence of 
something 
foreign 


They portend immigrants nnassimi- 
lated. They keep alive a spiiit a:id 
a tradition which is opposed to the 
perfect union of the immigrant with 
his environment. To prove this you 
have but to consider the effect of 
the German papers of Wisconsin on 
the loyalty of the "German-Ameri- 
can" population 
The recent election 


shoved that even at this date there 
are 100,000 voters who are essential- 
ly dislojal, voters who are readers 
of the "German-American'' press 


Germany has taught us the power 


of a ainited people. Would clie per- 
mit within her boundaries a sroup of 
papers -nhich are not merely alien 
in thought and feeling but opposed 
to the form of government under 
vrhich 
they 
leceived 
protection? 


Would her postal authorities carry to 
all parts of the nation the kind of 
corrosne criticism 
which 
we be- 


nignly distribute? 


We have a right at tlrs time to 


forbid all agencies 
which do not 


make for a united America, Would 
not Wisconsin be a better state to- 
day if the publication of her German 
papers had been forbidden 20 years 
ago? 
I am an advocate of free speech—- 


within reasonable limits-—but I do 
not believe 
in 
fostering 
agencies 


•which in their very nature are ob- 
structive of progress along the lines 
laid down by the makers of our con- 
stitution. 
I do not consider it the 


duty of the postal department to dis- 
tribute a literature which is not only 
alien but almost openly treasonable. 


Perhaps we have made a fetish of 


free speech. "This is a free country, 
ain't it?" shouts every man who is 
claiming a license to be something 
more Than free-spoken in a language 
which only a few can understand 
I 


believe in free speech—for myself. 
I am a bit suspicious of it when it is 
claimed by a man who puts his prop- 
aganda into German, or Turkish or 
some other tongue which can 
be 


made the vehicle of utterances trea- 
sonable and destructive. 


The people who come here to stay 


should put aside their old world al- 
legiances. 
They 
should not 
only 


make plain profession of their aims. 
They should acquire the language 
of their neighbors. They should read 
English papers and English books 
and make their criticisms whatever 
they are, in the language of their gov- 
ernment. 


Good-natured old Uncle Sam is be- 


ginning to straighten up and look 
about him. He may in time leave 
off whittling and gassing around the 
drug store stoop and attend to the 
business of looking after the welfare 
of his institutions. The pressure of 
war needs seems about to bring an 
enormously valuable and greatly de- 
served union of the elements which 
are as yet mixed but not fused in the 
melting pot of our social order.
